GUASI, July 16 (U.Rl — American army pliines ciirrictJ the 
pre-iiivaflion attack on Japan into its -list day today on the 
heels of a Hhattering air and sea bombardment by the U. S. 
third fleet that wrecked 10 northern Japanese cities and 
virfcualiy cut Hokkaido off from the main island of Honshu. 

Tokyo reported without confirmation that Adm. William 
F. Halaey's third fleet broke off the assault on northern 
Honshu and Hokkaido last niKht, "presumably due to bad 
weather." 

But the Japanese alerted their defenses up and down the 
Bmoking coast and warned that Halsey's mighty battle- 
wagons, cruiscra and carriera would be back to repeat the 
destructive week-end wtrike. 

At the same time, they siiid a force of 100 Mustang fight- 
ers from Iwo Jima picked up the attack today with a low- 
lovel strafing raid on tlie Niigoya area of southern Honshu. 

There was no official word on either Japanese report. Halsey 
blacked out his fleet yesterday after ripping up 10 enemy 
cities over the week-end, two of them torn apart by 1,000-ton 
Burfaco bombardments. 

A commimiiiuc from Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz' head- 
quarters revealed that the rampaging American warahips 
and carrier planes destroyed or damaged 128 Japanese shipy, 
most of them in the watery trap between Hon-shu and Hok. 
kaido, and wrecked 92 enemy planes Saturday and Sunday.

"Stars and Stripes," the army newspaper, and 
open to every soldier In ETO who has a war 
bond nilotment In force or has bought a bond 
since May 1. 

Since prizes Include 15 new automobiles, 15 
electric refrlgcrntor-s and 20 cabinet radios, It 
la necessary to say that letters have poured In 
by the thousands. And, In the aggregate, they 
paint an Inspiring and encouraging picture 
oI the soldier's plans for hlmsell when he re- 
turns to civilian life. Let's examine excerpts 
Irom a lew ol them. 

"An education for my five children and a 
home for my wife," reads one. "I am going to 
buy a couple of acres on a crystal, clear stream 
and put up an cstablLshmcnt of my own," 
says another, And, Irom some of the other 
letters: "Establlsli, a small flying school." . . . 
"A chicken business." . , . "Study agricul- 
ture." . . . "Take a refresher course under the 
ai bin of rights and go back to teaching." . . . 
"Attend a business management school." . . . 
"Establish a dude ranch." . , . "Provide lor the 
daughter born the day I landed over here." 
, . . And, in a grent many letters: "Buy a 
home." 

So, while It Is too much to expect that all 
soldiers will return to civilian life prepared to 
go "on their own," a great many aren't going 
to have to Jisk anything of anyone. They 
doubtless will strive for, and accept, whatever 
they may consider their due. But, 
may, they'll get along. 

If the day of the street comer apple should 
return, It Isn't likely that the typical ex-Q 
Joo will be doing the selling. More likely hi 
will do the buying.

Unnumbered millions have read and been 
UirlUed by the pseudo-hlsWrlcal novel, "The 
Scarlet Pimpernel." Aa will be recalled, the 
plot was laid during the French revolutlonnry 
period and related to efforts led by the "Pim- 
pernel" to smuggle out of France those In- 
tended for the eulUotlne. 

Doubly Interesting to everyone familiar 
with the story Is the recent disclosure that 
theyT<cent war in Europe had its extremely 
modernized verilon of thc.Plmpcrnch. They 
were the^membera of two secret special mls- 
slpa airborne squadrons, operating out of a 
erpall village In England. 

ffTiey carried arms, ammunition, food, medl- 
caiyuppUes, radio sets and an almost endless 
llsr of materials to underground lighters In 
all occupied countries. They carried skis and 
Blelgha to Norwegians and bicycles bearing 
the stamps of French manutacturera to 
French patriots. They dropped underground 
agentjj In all occupied countries and returned 
othcra by hundreds to England for sabotage 
training. They took extreme risks, and many 
paid lor their daring with their jives. 

They have provided one of the most thrill- 
ing, most heroic chapters of the war. They 
rendered a service of an Importance all out 
ol proportion to their numbers. Not even the 
Scarlet Pimpernel himself could have asked 
or done more. He would have been proud to 
have numbered himself among them.

Finally they were ex- 
hauiied.
